hat a wonderful thing 

confidence is. Six weeks 
ago, John Carbone was down in 
the dumps after conceding a 
penalty within 30 seconds of 
coming on as a substitute, and 
by his own admission, he was 
running out of chances. 

Suddenly a mini injury crisis 
saw him given a reprieve. He 
not only won a place in the 
squad for the match against 
Adelaide, but was named in 
Bernd Stange's starting line-up. 

It's history now that Carbone 
went on to score the opening 
goal in that game, his first in the 
NSL. It wasn't the most difficult of 
finishes by any stretch of the 
imagination, but he took it coolly 
and suddenly the often-maligned 
Carbone was literally jumping for joy. And the early 
signs are that it won't just be restricted to that 
particular game. 

The following week, the left-footer was rewarded 
with another place in the starting XI and you could see 
his self-belief and confidence was increasing. Sure, he 
didn't take the game by the scruff of the neck and 
dominate the midfield or anything like that. In fact, he 
wasn't even in the team's top three or four players, but 
he certainly played his part in the victory and 
arguably enjoyed one of his better games for the club. 
Suddenly his crosses appeared to have greater 
venom, he wanted the ball more and it was his terrific 
centre that set up Jamie Harnwell for the Glory's 
second goal. 

But what if he'd missed that goal against Adelaide? 
How long would it have been before we would have 
seen John Carbone in a Perth Glory shirt again? 

He wouldn't have been banished because of the 
miss itself, but undoubtably his confidence would have 
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dropped to an almost 
irreparable low, especially as it 
was right in front of "The Shed". 

However, like Carbone, even 
if it's not your primary job to 
score goals, putting one in the 
opposition's net after a barren 
run is always a great boost. 
Remember last season, it was 
well documented that Rob 
Trajkovski hadn't scored for the 
Glory and as the sequence 
continued, he had some great 
chances but, whether or not it 
was playing on his mind, he just 
could not score. And no matter 
what anyone said at the time, it 
must have been a great relief, a 
huge weight off his shoulders, 
when he did open his account, 
scoring a penalty in Brisbane. 
He scored again the following week, a cracker 
against Parramatta and his overall game seemed to lift 
a notch for the rest of the season. He seemed more 
prepared to take his man on, he had the confidence to 
take several difficult shots and he ended up scoring 
four goals in the second half of the season, including 
a perfect penalty in front of almost 44,000 fans in the 
semi-final to put the Glory on the path to a home 
grand final. But again, you wonder what would have 
happened if, already being a bit down on confidence, 
he'd missed that spotkick in Brisbane. 

Peter Buljan is another who could be just a goal 
away from a form surge. Particularly for a striker, no 
matter how good your general play is, it's important to 
find the back of the net. Buljan has had chances and 
sooner or later one of them will go in. He is a good 
player who just needs that little bit of a break when the 
window of opportunity opens, just as Carbone had six 
weeks ago.

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t took something special for Marconi Stallions 
to get a monkey off its back when it met Perth 
Glory at Marconi Stadium last April. The Sydney 
side had never beaten the Perth club in four 
seasons in the NSL until coming from two goals 
down to grab a 3-2 victory. 

So, that makes tonight's fixture all the more 
intriguing. Can Marconi go a step further and 
get its first win in Perth...or can the Glory re- 
establish its hoodoo tag over a club that has 
traditionally been regarded as the pacesetter, in 
trends at least, in the national competition? 

Amazingly, the first four meetings at Perth 
Oval had ended in draws...1-1, 1-1, 2-2 and 3-3, 
before the Glory drew first blood. on its home turf 
with a 1-0 win last season, when the clubs met 
four times instead of the usual two because of a 
fixture re-adjustment after Adelaide Sharks had 
been a late withdrawal from the league. 

The Glory had beaten Marconi 1-0 in Perth in 
the 1989/99 season, but that victory was in the 
top six finals series and was played at the 
WACA Ground. 

The deadlock breaker in the regular season 
fixtures, three days after last Christmas, came 
with a classic strike in a nailbiting encounter that 
had a crowd of just over 13,000 enthralled from 
start to finish, 

Con Boutsianis provided the telling blow when 
he finished a breathtaking move that was started 
with a sweeping crossfield pass from Troy Halpin 
to Rob Trajkovski on the right flank. 

Trajkovski pumped a high ball deep into the 
Marconi box and Boutsianis charged forward to 
volley it home from close range. 

It was a quality stamp to a thriller in which 
both sides created many chances to score... 
Glory keeper Jason Petkovic made a string of 
fine saves... Marconi missed a penalty when

Former Marconi 
skipper Maloney is now a Glory favourite and 
Afkos has joined the Sydney side after four years 
in Perth. Afkos, the son of Glory vice chairman 
Paul Atkos, played the full match in last week's 
2-0 home loss to Adelaide City Force. 

lt was Marconi's third loss in a rollercoaster 
season and its second defeat at home. It starts 
tonight in ninth spot on the ladder, five positions 
and four points behind the Glory.

CLUB HISTORY 


Mere came close to securing the first two NSL championships in 1977 and 1978, and were

S | rit of Au St ral la rh A | eventually victorious in 1979. The Stallions' real golden era started in the late 1980s with the club making three 
grand final appearances in a row between 1988 and 1990. Victories were achieved in 1988 (over Sydney United) and 
1989 (over Sydney Olympic). Marconi's record-equalling fourth championship was secured in 1993 with a grand final win 
over Adelaide City. 

One of only three teams to have competed in every season of the national league, Marconi holds the record for the most 
goals in the national league (1,119 after Round 10 of this season) and jointly for the number of premierships won (four), 
along with South Melbourne and now-extinct Sydney City. 

It's been a mixed start to the 2000/01 campaign for the Stallions but it's more than likely they'll be amongst the 
challengers for a top-six spot come the end of the season.

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lony Franken has been one of Australia's best 
keepers of his generation, but it seems he's saving 
his best for the twilight of his career. 

While the soon-to-be 36-year-old is content playing 
back-up to the "fantastic" Jason Petkovic, his skills are 
in demand domestically and internationally. 

So much so, Franken - the Glory's only parttime 
player - is seeking leave from his teaching duties at 
Prendiville Catholic College to concentrate fully on 
football. 

The keeper confesses that he's involved in soccer 
more now than he ever was at the peak of his 
powers. 

Not only the Glory's reserve keeper and 
goalkeeping coach, Frank Farina has called him up 
to assist with the Socceroos’ shot-stoppers, as has 
Ange Postecoglou for the under-17s and under-20s. 

"The school has been good to me on my previous 
tours, but it's getting hectic now,” says Franken. 

"| look like getting leave without pay for six 
months, at which time I'll reassess things. 

"| hope to speak to the Glory in the new year and 
see what plans they've got for me, if any. I'd like to 
stay on as goalkeeping coach and remain registered 
as a player in case of emergencies. 

"| realise they'd probably want to get another 
keeper soon, but | believe | have a lot to offer the 
goalkeepers. 

"I'm staying fit and while | haven't played in the 
last 18 months, || believe | have a lot of experience 
and could certainly do a good job for one or two 
matches, if required. 

"It's what Neville Southall did at Bradford recently 
at the age of 40." 

Steve Ogrizovic also came out of retirement for 
Coventry even more recently at age 42! 

Few could argue with Franken's statements. He has 
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already demonstrated his ability to come in with no 
match practice and produce man of the match 
performances. 

He held his place when taking over 'temporarily' 
from now Leeds United third-choice Danny Milosevic 
and also filled the big boots of Petkovic. 

Experts such as Adelaide coach Zoran Matic and 
former Socceroos skipper turned TV commentator 
Paul Wade were glowing in their praise - as were the 
fans, rich in their recognition. 

However, Franken has no illusions of displacing 
Petkovic, whom he believes is the best in the country, 

"Jason's fantastic, he's playing out of his skin,” 
says an admiring Franken.

ormer Marconi Stallions captain Brad Maloney 

will be disappointed if he doesn't get a chance to 
pull on the strip against his old club tonight. Not that 
there will be any animosity involved. It's simply that 
Maloney is such a determined character that he's 
disappointed each time he's not in a starting line-up. 

The past four weeks have been sheer agony for the 
go-go midfielder...and nothing really to do with the 
ankle ligament injury that sidelined him after the away 
game against Northern Spirit on November 24. 

"I'm not a good spectator...I'd rather be in there 
playing than watching," he said. 

He's now fully fit...thanks, in the main, to his hard-work 
ethic. The energy he normally expends in the midfield 
engine room in each game was put to good use, fuelling 
his rapid recovery from an injury that had been at first 
feared would keep him out until the new year. 

"I'm pleased with how quickly I've managed to get 
back into full training and | think, too, that it is a 
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# a a. 3 | a ay 
credit to the doctors and physios who have worked 
with me," he said. 

Glory skipper Gareth Naven played a part, too. 
Naven damaged medial ligaments in his right knee 
in the Spirit fixture and the pair have been sharing 
the comeback trail in the past few weeks, egging 
each other on, pushing and competing on the 


periphery of the training track. 


Naven, however, is still a few weeks away from 
being available for selection. 

"His injury was probably worse because he 
played on for quite a while in the Spirit match before 
coming off and | went off straight away and probably 
did less damage," said Maloney. 

"The physios also got working on me right away. | 
went to hospital in Sydney and then stayed there for a 
couple of days, getting treatment twice a day. They 
always say that the first 48 hours is the crucial period in 
an injury. | was lucky that | managed to do all the right 
things at the right time. | think that has stood to me." 

The timing of his return could not be better. He is 
anxious to become part of the Glory success story 
again...the team is unbeaten with two impressive 
wins since the Spirit loss...and to face his old club. 

He turned his back on wearing the skipper's 
armband at Marconi...still regarded by many as the 
biggest club in the NSL...and a job with his brother 
in a family business to re-locate to Perth earlier this 
year to try his hand at being a full-time player. 

It was something he had always wanted to do, 
concentrate totally on a sport that he had lived and 
breathed since his teenage years with another 
Sydney club, Apia Leichhardt. He has also played for 


* Newcastle and Sydney Olympic and spent five years 


at Marconi, three of them as captain. 
"| played some of my best football with Marconi, 
so there are a lot of fond memories there and | still 
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have many friends with the club," said Maloney. 

But, at the age of 28, he didn't hesitate when the 
Glory came calling to move lock, stock and barrel to 
the other side of the country last August. 

"It wasn't easy to leave Marconi, but how could | 
resist Perth," said Maloney. "Perth has the ambition 
and the infrastructure to go far and being a full-time 
player gives me so much more time to concentrate on 
my football. Hopefully, | will be a better player for it." 

He trains two or three times a week on his own 
and also has time to study for a Master of Business 
degree. He had been doing the course by 
correspondence in Sydney, but will study a few days 
a week at Edith Cowan University from next 
February. 

Coming to Perth was the biggest move the Sydney- 
born player had ever made, although eight years 
ago he nearly ended up in Holland. He was offered 
a contract by Dutch first division side Den Bosch, 
which had been impressed with his efforts during 
Australia's romp to the semi-finals of the 1992 
Olympic Games in Barcelona. 

Maloney did sign up, but couldn't swing a work 
permit. Since then, he has been totally focused on the 
NSL, with no regrets. He has still managed to play for 
the Socceroos...nine caps so far...and_ still has 
ambitions to pull on the Aussie strip again. 

"| think every player in the NSL should aspire to 
play for Australia," he said. "It's a great motivating 
factor. | know I'd love to play in an international 
again. If | can turn in a few more good performances 
and score a few more goals maybe I'll be able to 
catch Frank Farina's eye. I'll keep trying, anyway."

INTERNATIONAL SPOTLIGHT 


FIGO THANKS HARD WORK 

Luis Figo, named European Footballer of the Year last 
Monday, said the award reflected a year of hard work. 
Figo, who moved from Barcelona to Real Madrid for 36 
million pounds in July after Portugal were knocked out in 
the Euro 2000 semifinals, was awarded the "Golden 
Ball" in a poll of soccer journalists. "| don't consider myself 
fo be the best or the worst. All | know is that this award is 
a recognition of a job well done over the past year," the 
Portuguese international said. The Real Madrid winger 
had words of thanks for his family, teammates and the fans 
of Portugal and Real Madrid, although he pointedly 
omitted any reference fo the Barcelona fans who gave him 
such a hostile reception on his return to the Camp Nou in 
October. Figo, who came second to Zinedine Zidane in 
the FIFA World Player of the Year poll last week, is the third 
Real Madrid player to win the prestigious award. Alfredo 
Di Stefano won it twice (1957 and 1959) and Raymond 
Kopa once (1958) during Real's golden era in the 1950s. 
Real Madrid captain Fernando Hierro said that the award 
came as no surprise to him or the other players at the club. 
"He really deserves it. As well as being a fantastic player, 
he is a great teammate." Figo was also named "player of 
the year" by the influential magazine World Soccer. 


PALERMO FOR UPTON PARK? 

English Premier League club West Ham are lining up a 
$27 million deal to bring Boca Juniors striker Martin 
Palermo to Upton Park. Manager Harry Redknapp said: 
"Martin is top drawer. He will cost about £10million, but 
we are looking all over the world for good players." 
Palermo, nicknamed 'El Loco! or Crazy, is currently with 
Boca, winners of this season's Apetura Tournament, but is 
known to be keen on a move to Europe. Italian side 
Napoli and Spanish giants Valencia are also known to 
have made bids for the Argentine international, but Boca 
Juniors president Mauricio Macri has reportedly confirmed 
that West Ham have made the highest bid so far. 
Redknapp has plenty of funds available for transfer after 
Rio Ferdinand's £18m move to Leeds, but the likelihood of 
him spending most of it on a striker is minimal. He has 
stated on several occasions that his priority is to sign a 
central defender, as a replacement for Ferdinand. Palermo 
shot to fame for all the wrong reasons during the last Copa 
America, when his three goals were overshadowed by the 
three penalties he missed in a match against Colombia. 
After a last minute wages wrangle, Redknapp is still also 
hoping to capture Liverpool striker Titi Camara by the end 
of this week. 


FIFA APPLAUDS DI CANIO 

West Ham United striker Paulo Di Canio has been praised by 
FIFA president Sepp Blatter for an act of fair play during the 
Hammers' game against Everton last weekend. Di Canio 
refused to take a goalscoring opportunity in the final minutes 
because Everton goalkeeper Paul Gerrard was on the 
ground injured. The match ended 1-1. Blatter has written to 


congratulate the Italian striker and the official FIFA website 


reported: "Gestures like this are all too rare in football, 
especially at the professional level," Blatter wrote: "Your 
spontaneous action in the game against Everton thus 
deserves our special recognition and respect. | would like to 
congratulate and thank you on behalf of FIFA and all fair- 
minded football fans for this splendid gesture made in the true 
spirit of fair play, and encourage you to continue to set such 
positive examples for others to follow." Leeds United's South 
African international Lucas Radebe was awarded the FIFA 
Fair Play award earlier this month, but the website said Di 
Canio's gesture could be taken into consideration for next 
year's presentation. 


FIFA TO INTRODUCE BOND 

FIFA, soccer's world governing body, plans to launch a bond 
next year, backed by the sale of marketing rights, to help it 
cover expenses between World Cups. A FIFA spokesman 
declined to give the size of the bond but said it was a "much 
smaller amount" than the figure of US$1 billion (AU$1.85bn) 
suggested in some quarters. FIFA operates on a fouryear 
financial cycle that begins and ends with the World Cup. 
Normally it borrows money to cover the cost of staging the 
tournament and its operations, and repays these loans at the 
end of the cycle. The bond will help it even out liquidity flows. 


FIFA were unable to give solid details of the bond but it will be 


not be based on the television rights for the next World Cup 
which are expected to raise 1.3 billion Swiss francs 
(AU$1.4bn). Instead it will be based on the 350 million Swiss 
francs (AU$384 million) raised by selling the rights to use the 
FIFA name and associated trademarks. 


LNF SUSPEND ST ETIENNE PAIR 

The French National Soccer League (LNF} has suspended St 
Etienne players Alex of Brazil and Maxim Levytsky from 
Ukraine, pending an investigation into their passports. Police 
are investigating the passports produced by the pair and the 
INF decided to suspend them until January 9 when it will 
make a decision on their future. Clubs are allowed only three 
players from outside the European Union and often request 
French citizenship for their foreign players or Portuguese 
passports for their Brazilian recruits. 


ARGENTINE LAWYER CALLS FOR DEFERRAL 
Lawyer Eduardo Guarna has asked for the suspension of all 
Argentine Football Association tournaments until a solution to 
crowd violence is found. Guarna also put up a request for the 
courts fo investigate whether Interior Minister Frederico Storani 
and Buenos Aires province's Security Minister Ramon Veron 
have failed to comply with obligations inherent to their 
governmental roles. Meanwhile, on Monday, Veron put up a 
proposal to hold ‘risky’ local tournament games at neutral 
venues, behind closed doors, in order to avoid further violence 
in and around football stadiums. The debate was sparked by 
renewed violence last weekend, when a Deportivo Morén fan 
was killed during a National B Division clash against 
Almirante Brown. Racing Club hooligans also clashed with 
police inside the Racing stadium, leaving around 20 civilians 
and a security agent wounded. In other developments, it was 
alleged that a Buenos Aires province policeman, Alfredo 
Silva, is considered a leading suspect in the death of 
Deportivo Morén fan Mariano Guaraz. According to police 
sources, there is allegedly enough evidence to indict Silva. 


HIDDINK IS NEW SOUTH KOREAN BOSS 

Former Netherlands boss Guus Hiddink recently signed to 
become coach of the South Korean national team. The exReal 
Madrid manager will start in his new post on January 1 and 
is contracted to look after the team until the end of the 2002 
World Cup in Japan and Korea. Few details have been 
released by the Korean Football Association other than to say 
that Hiddink is at liberty to bring in his own assistant and that 
he will be entitled to a bonus if the country makes the round 
of 16 at the finals. Hiddink was watching from the stands last 
Wednesday night when his new side played a friendly 
against Asian champions and their 2002 World Cup co-hosts, 
Japan. 


USA WANT FIFA CLUB CHAMPIONSHIP 

The United States will bid to stage the 2003 FIFA Club World 
Championship. Alan Rothenberg, the former president of the 
US Soccer Federation and chairman of US organisers for the 
1994 World Cup, made the announcement during the week. 
The first Club World Championship, last January in Brazil, 
was won by Brazilian club Corinthians. The second 
tournament is scheduled for July 29-Aug. 12 in Spain. FIFA 
increased the field from eight to 12 teams: two each from 
CONCACAF (North and Central America and the 
Caribbean), South America, Africa, Asia and Europe, plus 
one from Oceania and the champion of the Spanish League. 


NY TERNATIONAL SPOTLIGHT 


GOALKEEPER FAKES INJURY 
Veteran Tunisian goalkeeper Chokri El Ouaer faces a 
lengthy ban if he is found to have faked a serious injury 
in an attempt to get last Sunday's African Champions 
League final abandoned. The Confederation of African 
Football said they would study the report of the referee 
and the match commissioner after a bizarre incident in 
the second leg of the final between Ghana's Hearts of 
Oak and Esperance of Tunisia. El Ouaer, the Esperance 
captain, appeared to cut himself on the head with a 
sharp object during an 18-minute stoppage, then ran 
from his goal area to the halfway line with blood 
streaming from his face before collapsing on the pitch. 
CAF said an emergency meeting could be called to 
make a decision on El Ouaer if necessary, or a 
decision may be deferred until their club competition 
committee meets in February. Esperance, who were 


_ leading 1-0 before the stoppage 15 minutes from time, 


went on to lose 1-3 to Hearts for a 2-5 aggregate 
defeat. Esperance made a formal protest at the result of 
the second leg after Sunday's game, claiming El Ouaer 
had been struck by a projectile and their team's 
performance affected by the lengthy stoppage in the 
second half. South African referee Robin Williams and 
linesman Achmat Sallie confirmed to journalists they 
had seen the player inflict the cut on himself. In 1989, 
FIFA banned Chilean goalkeeper Roberto Rojas for life 
after he faked injury during a World Cup qualifier in 
Brazil. Chile did not qualify for the 1990 finals and 
were also suspended for the qualifiers for the 1994 
World Cup. 


POLICE BLAMED FOR ROUGH PLAY 

Ghana fans have condemned the police for what has 
been described as the indiscriminate firing of tear gas 
at last weekend's Accra v Esperance game. Ghana's 
police service fired tear gas canisters into the stands 
when there had apparently been no provocation, and 
now Ghanaians are calling for the local police to be 
prevented from controlling crowds. Many fear that the 
Confederation of African Football (CAF) will sanction 
the Hearts of Oak club so that Ghana might lose the 
right to host the African Super Cup on February 11 
between the Accra side and Zamalek of Egypt. One of 
Ghana's most accomplished footballers, Abedi Ayew, 
said that he felt sad about the terrible incidents which 
halted the match for some time.
